Mr Wilber farce, agreesbly to the no-ice he gave 
en Friday laft, rofe to make his motion for the dif- 
pofal of the bodies of Executed Conviats, and his 
reafons, he faid, for making fuch a motion, were 
pot only the hope of deterring many perfons from 
committing fuch defperate acts as yery pro rly 
made them liable to death, but the beneit o the 
public in general, by giving the furgeons a more fre- 
quent opportunity of becoming acquainted with the 
human body: Ac prefent the perfons convicted of 
murder were the only legal bodies that the furgeons 
had for practice ; which being yoo few for teaching 
anatomy, they were obliged to have recourfe to the 
purchafe of bodies that had been interred, — 
frequently, when taken up, were in an impr 
fare not ole for the purpofe intended, but often fo 
bad, as to endanger the lives of thofe whofe bufinefs 
it was to diffectt them. He therefore had to pro- 
pole, “* That the bodies of all perfons executed for 
* capital crimes fhould be delivered to the Surgeons 
« Company, for the purpofe of diffection.” ; 

Mr Dundas faid, as the prejadices of mankind, 
relative to what came of their bodies after death, 
were very great, he thought the Honourable Mem- 
ber had belt be explicic in his motion, as the fab- 
jecting all bodies that were hanged to the fame 
treatment, would, in a great meafure, deftroy the 
intent of the bill; of courfe, his motion fhould be 
particularly worded. gen :

The Chvncellor of the Exchequer rofe, and beg- 
ged the attention of the Houfe before going into a 
Committee, while he ftated the different objects of 
the eftimate which had been prefented, relative to 
the plans of fortification, which had been thought 
; the fecurity of the dock-yards at Portf- 
mouth and Plymouth. git perhaps feem, as if 
he had, on this oceafion, debarved brome the promife 
wie he had made to the Houfe, when this bufi-

had-then declared, and he ftitk adhered to it, that 





the deciGiun of the Houfe fhould be a rule for his . 


condué ; but when he pledged himfelf, it was to 
the fyftem of fortification, which had been rejected ; 
but furely that could never imply, that no fyltem of 
fortification whatever fhould be adopted, or that it 
could be the intention of Minifters entirely to aban- 
don the idea of fortifying the dock-yards. Every 
Gentleman, he was perfuaded, would agree with him 
in this, that the dock-yards, in the fitudtion they 
were in at prefent, were by no means in a proper 
ftate of defence, and that it was neceffary for their 
fafety, that fonse plan of fortification fhould be adop- 
ted. It was now for the Houfe to judge, whether 
the plan propoféd, and of which the eftimate had 
been laid on the table, was likely to anfwer that 
end. ‘In his opinion, it was the belt that could be 
devifed, as the original’ plan had not met the appro- 
bation of the Houfe.

of Portfmouth, within reach of bombarding the 
dock-yard. The total eftimate for completing the 
old works at Portfmouth he ftated to be 129,140}.

Houfe.. In his opinion, the latter mode would be 
the molt eligible, becaufe the Committee might a- 
dopt or reject what part of the plan they might think 
neceflary, and they would be at liberty to deliver 
their opinions feparately on the feveral parts of the 
eftimate. ‘There were fome parts whic) were cer- 
tainly more urgent than others ; it woud therefore 
be proper that they fhould be voted inthe firft in- 
ftance. The fort at Stokes Bay, and nat propofed 
to be erected on the heights of Make, might be 
confidered as feparate objects, and thofe who might 
approve of the one might not perhaps ‘eree to the 
other. He remembered, that when this fubject was 
formerly before the Houfe, feveral Gertlemen who 
difapproved of the plan in general, were of opinion, 
that fome works were neceffary at Stokes Bay, in 
order to prevent the landing of any enemy, or their 
taking any pott from which they might bombard, the 
dock-yard. He again repeated, that if the whole 
of the fyitem did not meet the fenfe of the Houle, 
that undoubtedly they might adopt what part of it 
they fhould think neceffary; and that if it_was not 
thought expedient at this time to guard againtt re- 
mote danger, that they might provide, in the firft 
place, againft any immediate attack, by agreeing to 
vote the fums requefted for that purpofe. It was 
for this reafon that he withed to fubmit the different 
eftimates to the Committee in feparate motions. He 
concluded with moving, that the Speaker do new 
leave the Chair. 

Mr Baftard rofe to oppofe the motion. The e- 
{timate which was.now ptefented, he faid, was a- . 


the Houfe, and in that view it, was an 
infult ta their proceedings. From too great-q-e9n- 
fidence in and refpect for the Right Hon, Gentle-. 
man, (Mr Pit) they had deluded themfelves into 
the fituation in which they then ftood ; but he ho- 
ped it Would be a leffon to them not to put fo much 
faith in the promife of a Minifter in time to come.

Mr Fox faid he wifhed to deliver his fentiments 
early in the debate, becanfe he differed in every part 
from the Right Hon. Gentleman who had fpoken 
firft. He deprecated the idea of going ‘into 2 com- 
mittee in the manner propofed by the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. He begged him to recolfe& the 
arguments he had fed when this queftion was for- 
merly debated. The Right Hon. Gentleman then 
faid, that the inveftigation of the plans of défence 
dange- 
rous fubje& to be canvaffed in that Hoofe, and yet 
he now propofes to fabmit every feparate part’ of a 
fubje& to the moft minute inquiry, which ow’ ano- 
ther occafion he {tated to be of the mof delicate na- 
ture, and only propér to be deliberated on in ~the’ 
molt fecret manner. Ef this is admitted, and’ the 
‘Houfe thould go into:a committee, they nmult either ‘' 
filently vote the eftimates, or divulge fecrets dange- 
rous to the ftate.. Such would be the predicament 
into which the Houfe would be thrown, ifthe Right 
Hon. Gentlemaa’s ideas fhould be adopted.: Mr 
Fox ther adverted to the fate of the plan formerly 
propofed for the defence of the dock-yards.' In re- 
jecting that plan he did not pretend to fay, that it 
was the fenfe of the Houfe that no fortifications 
whatever were neceffary; but the fenfe of the Houfe ’ 
undoubtedly was, that every kind of fortification pro- 
ceeding on the data under which the board of offi- 
cers had made their report, was improper ; for with- 
out infinuating any thing in the leaft difrefpe@ful to 
the very refpectable characters who compofed. that 
board, yet their report being made on a fubje& 
which they had not well confidered, the authority of ° 
it was totally deftroyed; and fuch certainly were the 
fentiments of the Efoufe when they rejeéted the fy- 
{tem of defence which was founded on that report. 
That fortifications were neceffary, fo as.to prevent 
the poflibility of our dock-yards being furprifed, or 
taken by a coup de main, he never meant to oppofe, 
or to doubt the prapriety of ; bat from what the 
Right Hon. Gentleman had thrown out, it was evi- 
dent that more was intended than the immediate 
protection of the dock-yards ; for the Hon. Gentle- 


man had fuggefted, with great propriety, that thofe f 


works which were moft urgent, ought to be: fr/? 
completerl —meaning, no doubt, that they were to 
be extended’ gradually. 

The Noble Duke, ‘at the head of the Ordnance, 
as well as the Right Hon. Gentleman, ought, in 
his opinion, to have acquicfced in the decifion of 
the Houfe, and fhould have abandoned a plan which 
was fo muclt reprobated ; but neither he nor the 
Minifter had paid that refpe& to the Houfe, but 
had, with a confidence bordering on refumption, 
‘again come. forward with a fyftem of defence, found- 
ed on the very fame data on which their former 
fyftem thad been rejected. If therefore we are to 


have a new plan of fortification, let-it‘ proceed on 


ong 


ficient, and inadequate t8 the purpofe of forming 

any proper and effectual fyftem. With refpect to 

the propriety of finithing the old works, he begged 

gentlemen would paufe a little. They had no doubt 

been fangtioned by the authority of Parliament, and 

this was a fufficient juftification of the conduct of 
the Minifter who projected them; but he had heard 

fo much of their inefficacy, that he was by no medns 

convinced that it was expedient to compleat them. 

He would much rather abandon them altogether, 

than lavifh more of the public money upon dn objet 
whith was confeffedly inadequate to the defence of 
what it was intended to protect. ‘The Right Hon. 

Gentleman had no doubt a right to produce any plan 

fountled on data approved by the Houfe, bur not on 
principles which the Houfe had reprobateds reject- 
ed, aod condemned; for fuch certainly were the 
principles on which the prefent eftimate was found- 
ed. in point of expence, the eltimate now under 
confideration, he obferved, bore a very gréat pro- 

portion to the original plan. The fum required for 
carrying the original plan into execution, he belie- 
ved, was about 700,090 1. Now the eftimate of the 
reduced fyftem amounted to near 400,000 ]. exclu- 
five of the fam required for the purchafe of lands, 
which was confiderable ; fo that this very contracted 
fyftem of defence was nearly equal to two-thirds of 
the great fcheme. Mr Fox next alluded to what 
the Hon. Member, who had fpoken before him 
(Mr Baftard) had faid of the Mafter General hav- 
ing, with the true fpirit of his profeffion, undermin- 
ed'the Houfe. In this, however, he could not a- 
gree with that Hon. Gentleman ; for without mean- 
ing to call in queftion the profeffional talents or abi- 
lities of his Hon. relation at the head of the Ord- 
nance, he mutt fay, that on this occafion he had 
come forward with his eftimate in the moft open 
and avowed manner. So far from temporifing with 
the Houfe, the noble Duke had not even pretended 
to acquiefce in their opinion of his plan ; for the ve- 
ty title ofsit bore, that it was an eftimate of the ex- 
pence of fuch parts of the plan of fortifications, 
which the land officers of the late Board reported to 
his Majefty, would give a reafonable degree of fe- 
curity to the dock-yards of Portfmouth and Ply- 
mouth. But the whole of the plan, notwithf{tand- 
ing it was faid to be approved of by that board, was 
notorioufly and avowedly the plan of the Noble 
Duke, and he knew him too well to fuppofe that he 
would ever abandon it. To return more immediate- 
ly.to the queftion, Mr Fox begged the Houfe to 
confider that the prefent was the proper time for op- 
pofing the eftimate ; for it never could be done in 
the Committée. lo go into the detail of fubjects 
of which they were not competent judges, would be 
a mockery and an infult to the dignity, efhicacy, and 
importance of their proceedings ; for without the 
practical fkill of engineers, how could they deter- 
mine on the propriety of erecting this redoubt, and 
that bation? Till we agree in principle, it is im- 
poflible, he faid, that we can agree in detail ; and 
therefore he moft heartily joined in oppoling the go- 
ing into a Committee.

Ngee ha glad when circumttances turned 
pi favourable to fim; that he had certainly under- 
ftood him as he {tated it to the Houfe, but that he 
tisfied to find himfelf miftaken. 

Fox rote to explain. He had not faid that 

ny data were either fpefitically relinquifhed or pre- 
feribed by the Houfe. At leat, if thefe words e- 
fcaped him, he had expreffed himfelf very incom- 
pletely: He. was as much fatisfied as any Gentle- 
man could be, how improperly fuch a prefcriptioa 
could be adopted by the Houfe. But he would fay, 
that the data on which the prefent eftimate was 
founded, this Houfe had not only relinquifhed, but 
reprobated. This he conceived to be the obvious 
and unequivocal meaning of the vote by which the 
fyitem of forrification had been rejected. He would 
yenture to affirm, this was the only fenfe in which 
the decifion of that night was underftood by every 
individual, both within and without doors, not even 
excepting the Hon. Gentleman himfelf. But when 
he coupled this with other inftances of refpect for 
the voice of a majority of that Houfe from the fame 
quarter, he owned he was not farprifed. He had 
obferved a propenfity to treat the judgment of Par- 
liament with very little ceremony. But he would 
affert in the molt decided terms, that it did become 
Minilters to pay fome degree of deference to the o- 
‘pinion of this Houfe. And what did the Right 
Hon. Gentleman’s argument amount to, but that he 
did not chufe to underftand the language which a 
yote of that Houfe was meantto convey. ‘T’o take 
refuge therefore again{t fuch a folemn declaration of 
the Houfe in the mode of wording it in the Journ- 
als, was giving a ftabto the conilitution, by fly: 
ing in the face of the Houfe, under the contempti- 
le pretext of being guided by the Journals. He 
thought every thing relating to the prefent queftion, 
‘all circumftances confidered, was extremely fufpici- 
ous, and naturally excited the jealoufy of the Houfe. 
‘On this accoant he was not very forward, for one, 
to accept of the Hon. Gentleman’s propofition. 
‘He thought the whole fyftem ought to be rejected : 
jt was dangerous, and in his opinion improper, to 
‘retain a fingle veltige of what the Houfe had already 
rejected. 

Lord Nérth explained, and denied that he had 
‘in the leaft garbled the title of the eltimates, or mif- 
applied his reafoning on that part of the fubject. 

Mr Rolle adhered to the vote he had formerly gi- 
ven on the fabject, and infifted that the entire elti- 
mates fhould be thrown out, and a new one, embra- 
‘cing the objeéts mentioned by the Right Hon. Gen- 
tleman, fhould be prefented to the Houfe. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer then propofed, 
as he could not, confiftently with the forms of the 
‘Houfe, withdraw the motion of reference, yet was 
‘willing that it fhould be fo underftood by the Houfe; 
that in confequence of this decifion, the Howfe 
might addrefs his Majefty to lay an eftimate of what 
works were neceffary, to be laid before them. 

Mr Fox was of the Right Hon. Gentleman’s o- 
pinion, that they could not get quit off the motion 
fo decently by withdrawing it, as in the manner 
which had been fuggefted. He declared at the

‘fame time, it woald be the moft effectual way of gi- 


ving a check to the fyftem, to let the Honfe come 
toa decifion on the queftion. It was now before 
them in fuch a fhape as ought to receive their moft 
marked difapprobation, that no Minifter for the time 
to come fhould attempt fuch practices. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer was aware that 
many of thofe who appeared again{t him on the pre- 
fent queftion, were not actuated by the fame mo- 
tives which the Right Hon. Geutleman and his 
friends might be fuppofed to feel on this occafion. 
They were not fo anxious to improve the moment 
of a temporary triumph, as thofe with whom they 
accidentally concurred in this meafure ; and confi- 
fing in their good fenfe, he would not accede to the 
furgeftion of the Right Hon. Gentleman ; but what- 
ever others did, he, for oné, would oppofe dividing 
the Houfe. ' 

Mr Sheridan replied. He knew not what right 
the Right.Hon. Gentleman had to afcribe motives 
to his Right Hon. friend which he had not avowed: 
Nor, for his part, did he fee ary great reafon to 
triumph on the dccafion, as thefe kinds of triumphs 
were frequent enough. He charged the Minifter, 
in the moft full and tinequivocal terms, with breach 
of promife, and a defign to impofe upon the Houfe. 
He obferved how differently the fupport of the coun- 
try gentlemen was treated by Minittry, as it happen- 
ed to fuit the policy of the moment. He reminded 
the Houfé how freely a Right Hon. and learned 
Geatleman, Mr Dundas, had fheered at that fup- 
port which the Minifter affected at prefent to regard 
With fo much refpect. He adverted to feveral of the 
arguments by which the eftimate had been preffed 
upon the Houfe, and concluded with obferving, 
however mach the reference in debate deferved to 
have met the moft direct rejection, yet an addrefs to 
his Majefty, he prefumed, would operate as a fufh- 
etent check to Minifters in future. ° 

Mr Dundas rofe to prevent nifreprefentation ei- 
ther in that Houfe or elfewhere. He defired to 
know what right the Hon. Gentleman had to put 
words into his mouth that he had never ufed, and 
to multinly a fingle perfon into many, by changing 
be and Aim, iato they and thofe?
